Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.}— 
Formal announcement of the engagement of 
Miss Eleanor Wilson, youngest daughter of 
President and Mrs. Wilson, to Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo was made at the 
White House tonight. The announcement 
was made in the following statement issued 
by Secretary Tumulty: 

The president and Mrs. Wilson an- 
nounce the engagement of their young- 
est daughter, Eleanor Randolph, to the 
Hon. William Gibbs McAdoo. 

No date has been set for the wedding, ac- 
cording to the information available at the 
White House. 

The president’s family was reluctant, in 
fact, to issue the announcement at this time 
because of Mrs. Wilson's health. Mrs. Wil- 
son has been suffering for the last week from 
the effects of a fall sustained in the White 
House some time ago. She has been con- 
fined to her bed, and her family thought it 
inadvisable to seek from her a final decision 
upon certain details that must be arranged 
before the announcement is issued, but finally 
were persuaded to do so In order to discredit 
reports circulated thie afternoon that objec- 
tion to the match had been raised by the 
president, by Mre. Wilson, and by Mise Nona 
McAdoo, the secretery’s daughter. 


Rapid Developments in Romance. 

Apparentiy there have been some rapid de- 
velopments in the romance In which all Wash - 
ington is exhibiting the keenest interest. I: 
was only last Saturday that Mrs. Wilson au- 
thorised a denial of the existence of an en- 
gagement of the pair. For the last three 
days she declined either to affirm or deny the 
reports. 

The president refused to discuss the matter 
for publication, and Secretary McAdoo con- 
tented himself wich observing thai it would 
be indelicate for him te say anything con- 
cerning the rumors. 

Then it became known yesterday that the 
family was preparing to make the announce- 
ment. 

Will Be Notable Wedding. 

White House weddings apparenil)y are to be 
a conspicuous feature of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. Extraordinary interest was mani- 
tested by the entire nation in the marriage of 
Mise Jessie Wilson to Francis Bowes Sayre 
last November. The second event of this 
character since the inauguration will com- 
mand even greater attention. In many re- 
spects it will be the most interesting of all 
White House weddings. 

The daughters of presidents have married 
distinguished public offictals. Marie Monroe 
married her father’s secretary. But this is 
the first time that the daughter of a chie! 
magistrate of the republic will take as her 
husband a member of her father’s cabinet. 


Miss Wilson 24 Years Old, 

Miss Wileon is 24 years old and Mr. McAdoo 
has turned the half century mark. The twen 
ty-six years difference in their ages seems 
much less because of the really youthful ap- 
pearance and manners of the secretary. He

This announcement was sufficient to cause 
a sensation in the drug store and someone’ 
ran out and summoned a policeman. The po- 
ltceman took Epner to the West Chicagoave- 
nue police station. There Epner unfolded 
the following narrative: 

* have been in Chicago since Friday. I 
same here from Tolede. I went to the Bre- 
voort hotel, where I was taken Ill. Because 
was not feeling well I did not attempt to 
see any of my customers until this morning. 

“At 10 oclock I started out te see some 
people in the downtown district. I visited 
H. Schwartz at 20 Bast Madison street, B. 
Malta at 5 South Wabash avenue, and J. C. 
Newmann & Co. at 1220 South Clark street. 
1 sold them some goods. At supper time 1 
went to the hotel. 

“In the evening I felt pretty well and de- 
cided to make some night calle on the west 
side. I left the hotel at about 7 o'clock. I 
had two sample cases with me. One con- 
tained jewelry in settings worth $25,000, the 
other contained packages of unset diamonds 
of an aggregate value of $30,000.

Six Gem Salesmen | 
Robbed of $160,500. 


In the last two years five big jewelry 
salesman robberies have been reported in 
Chicago. The Epner case is the sixth, 
raising the total loot to $160,500. The 
previous list follows: 

Feb. 98, 101 — Thief walked into 
Spaulding & Co.’s sample room and 
walked out again with $20,000 worth of 
gems in two sample cases. 

July 18, 1912— Sample cases of 
Jacob Levin, a New York salesman, con- 
taining diamonds valued at $25.000, stolen 
from carrier in front of the Silveremith 
building. 

Dee. 8, 1912—Joseph Marochnick, 
New York salesman, robbed while in front

Circulate This Petition. 

Here is the petition circulated; 

We, the jurors assigned to the Munic- 
ipal courts March: 2, 1914, do hereby lay 
protest to having pay for March 8 with- 
held from us. 

Therefore, we, as a body and individ- 
ually, do herewith lay claim to $3 each 
as being rightfully due us for said date, 
inasmuch as we had to arrange to de ab- 
sent for two weeks without pay from our 
employers and as our employers had ar- 
ranged for substitutes we were unable to 
return for the one day, this causing us to 
lose pay each way. 

One hundred and sixteen names were at- 
tached to the petition. The petitioners’ com- 
mittee went to Judge Olson. He asked Judge 
Beitler to hear them. 


“We Were Refused Justice.” 
“We were refused jusice,” said Brough- 
ton. We need the money. Why should 
we have to pay $700 to bury Judge Sullivan? 


If he was a man who deserved to be honored | 


by the city, the city should pay for the cere- 

mony. The burden ought not to be put on 

us. Anyhow, we refused to sign reesipts ex- 

cept for nine days. The judge's pay went 
on, just the same.”

PARIS, March 13.--A sword due] fought to- 
day between Jacques Richepin, son of Jean 
Richepin, the immortal.“ and Pierre Fron- 
daie, author of a play now being performed 
in Paris, resulted in the wounding of M. 
Frondaie. 

The quarrel arose out of an incident in the 
lobby of a theater on Wednesday. Madame 
Frondaie, it is alleged, made some cutting 
remarks to Jacques Richepin's wife, known 
as Madame Cora Laparcerie, who is co-man · 
ager of the theater. 


Richepin Challenges Frondaie. 
M. Frondaie took full responsibility for his 
wife's comments and was thereupon chal- 
lenged to fight by M. Richepin. 
The encounter took place on the lawn of a 
house in the suburbs of Neuilly. More than 
a hundred notable literary and dramatic men 
watched the combat from behind hedges and 
windows, while numerous reporters, photog- 
raphers, and moving picture operators occu- 
pied a loft overlooking the lawn. 
The wives of both principals appeared on 
the scene, but were not allowed to watch the 
combat. They remained on the road outside 
in their automobiles, where they were sur- 
rounded by crowds of women friends. They 
could hear the sounds of the clashing of 
swords from where they sat. 


Frondaie’s Forearm Cut. 

During the first bout neither combatant 
was touched. In the second, however, M. 
Richepin's sword penetrated M. Frondaie’s 
forearm and the engagement was brought to 
an end. 
Jean Richepin then embraced his son and 
his wife threw herself into his arms, while 
Madame Frondale helped the surgeon dress 
her husband's wound. The combatants left 
the ground without being reconciled. 


Germans Debate Duels. 

BERLIN, March 13.—Sharp differences of 
opinion as to the propriety of duels between 
army officers were expressed in the imperial 
parliament today by members of the various 
parties. A strong speech in defense was 
made by Lieut. Gen. Erich von Falkenhayvn, 
minister of war. The debate was brought 
about by an interpellation regarding the fatal 
duel at Metz on Feb. 26, when Lieut. Haag 
was killed. 
The National Liberals and Conservatives 
defended the duel, but only when carried out 
in a proper way and as the last resort of the 
manly German to defend his wounded honor. 
All parties were agreed that an officer who 
wantonly provoked a duel or occasioned one 
by his dishonorable or unprincipled conduct 
‘should be expelled from the army. 

A measure has been drafted and shortly 
will be presented to parliament providing 
that officers guilty of provoking duels be sent 
to the penitentiary. Itis thought the govern- 
ment. will accept the bill.

Two large gasoline tanks in a vacant lot 
adjoining 1610 Augusta street yesterday ex- 
ploded with a terrific detonation, shattering 
many windows in the neighborhood, fright- 
ening hundreds of gees and injuring two 
boys seriously.

The first persons to reach the spot where 
the explosion occurred found Peter Koc- 
lames, 10 years old, of 1703 West Division 
street, and B. Witkowski, 11 years old, 1212 
North Paulina street, unconscious on the 
ground. These were the boys who had start- 
ed the fire. They were bundled into an auto- 
mobile and rushed to St. Mary’s hospital. 

Every window in the four story structures 
at 1001 and 958 North Ashland avenues was 
shattered. Twenty-two girls employed in 
Samuel Bernstein's clothing manufacturing 
establishment fled in panic.

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PRICE SETS CITY RECORD. 


Buyers Assume$2,000,000 Mort- 
gage, and Oregon Land 
Figures in Deal. 


The sale of the Transportation building, at 
the southwest corner of Dearborn and Har- 
rison streets, to Louis W. Hill, president of 
the Great Northern railroad and son of James 
J. Hill, and Watson P. Davidson, both of St. 
Paul, for $3,500,000 was closed yesterday, the ö 
deed being filed for record late in the after- | 
noon. The grantor was Malcolm G. Bruce, 
son-in-law of Charles C. Heisen, to whom it | 
was conveyed with other property by Mr. 
Helsen several months ago. 

The transaction has the distinction of being 
the largest single sale of business property 
in the history of the city. The previous high 
mark was $2,900,000, the figure at which the 
American Trust building at the northeast 
corner of Clark and Monroe streets sold 
about four years ago. The same price was 
paid the Letter estate by Mrs. Mollle Netcher- 
Neuberger for the large holding acquired by 
her in the half block just north of the Boston 
store, 

Oregon Land Conveyed. 

Mr. Hill and Mr. Davidson assume two in- 
cumbrances, of $1,250,000 and $750,000 re- 
spectively, and for the equity convey Oregon 
land. The $1,250,000 loan was a 6 per cent 


bond issue underwritten by Greenebaum 


Sons Bank and Trust company over a year 
ago, while the smaller loan, also a bond issue, 
was put out by Mr. Heisen a few weeks ago. 
This is considered to be equivalent to cash 
received by him. 

The building, which was completed by Mr. 
Heisen about two years ago after vexatious 
delays owing to continued labor troubles, ‘s 
one of the largest office structures in the 
city. It is twenty-one stories high, of the 
highest type of fireproof construction, and 
cost in the neighborhood of $2,200,000, 

The building fronts 300 feet on Dearborn 
street and 61 feet on Harrison, extending 
back to Federal street, on which it has » 
frontage of 300 feet. Of the 800 feet occupied 
by the building, 175 feet are held in fee simple 
and 125 feet in low value leases for the great - 
er part. 

The property ie aid to have been purchased 
as an investment by Mr. Hill and Mr. David- 
son, and it is said a plan is on foot to place a 
bank on the banking floor of the building. 


Heisen Gets Relief. 

Negotiations for the sale of the Trans- 
portation building have been in progress for 
some time, and it is believed the deal will 
enable Mr. Helsen to protect his Quincy 
street holding, which is advertised to be sold 
under foreclosure March 21, to satisfy a de- 
cree of the Mutual Life Insurance company 
of New York for over $292,000.

Present Publisher Traces Litigation 
to Revaluation of Property. 


Herman H. Kohisaat by thirty minutes 
beat George W. Hinman under the wire 
In a race for a receivership of the Inter- 
Ocean newspeper. 

At 3:25 o'clock yesterday afternoon Attor- 
ney Levy Mayer, countel for a triendly cred 
itor of Mr. Kohlisaat, the present publisher, 
applied to Federal Judge Carpenter for the 
appointment of Mr. Kohisaat as receiver. 
The designation was made. 

At 8:35 o'clock Attorney Lewis E. Hart, 

counsel for the Central Trust company, ap- 
plied to Judge Baldwin in the state Circuit 
court for the appointment of a receiver. He 
suggested R. J. Mooney, former partner of 
Mr. Hinman, the ex-editor and owner, be 
named. When informed that Kohlsaat had 
“stolen a march” on Hinman and that the 
federal court already hac appointed a re- 
ceiver, Judge Baldwin deferred the state po- 
tition until 10 o’clock this morning. 
The Central Trust company is trustee un- 
der a $600,000 bond issue secured by the news- 
paper plant and its Associated Press fran- 
chise. 


“Interest and Rent Unpaid.” 

In this bill.“ said Attorney Hart, we 
charge a default in the payment of interest 
on the bonds, as well as ground rent of over 
$100,000.” 

Suit against Mr. Kohisatt personally was 
begun in the Superior court Thureday by 
Hinman, who sued for $96,252.97, the balance 
due on a note given Sept. 30, 1912, for 177,500. 

The federal action was based on a petition 
filed by Attorney Mayer, representing the 
Lake Superior Paper company of Sault Ste 
Marie, an Inter-Ocean creditor. Mr. Kohl- 
saat immediately assumed possession of the 
premises. His bond was fixed at $25,000 
which was furnished by the Fidelity De- 
posit company of Maryland. 

Mr. Kohlsaat said the federal receivership 
arose by reason of a revaluation of the land 
on which the newspaper building stands. He 
sald the rent charged by the Charles T. 
Yerkes estate had been raised from $14,500 a 
year to $40,000 a year. 


No Change in Conduct.

Seattle, Wash., March 13.—The Rev. Albert 


Dahlstrom, founder of a religious sect known 
as Heliga,“ which. he says has 10,000 mem- 
bers in the United States, and one of the 
tenets of which is said to be a belief in polyg- 
amy, was convicted today of violation of the 
Mann act in transporting Miss Edna Eng- 
lund of Tacoma, Wash., from Fresno, Cal, 
to the state of Washington. Extracts from 
Dahistrom’s numerous books and pamphiets 
were introduced in evidence against him. 


Edna Englund, who turned against Dahi- 


strom, because he showed a preference for 
her sister Hilda, was a witness against the 
clergyman.

EXPERT BOARD WANTED. 


Terminal Committee Probably 
Will Correct Hazy Details 
on Compensation. 


A special meeting of the terminal commit- 
tee will be held this afternoon to pave the 
way through the council for the west side 
terminal ordinances.

“UNANSWERABLE.” 

Congressman Oscar W. Underwood, the 
leading opponent of President Wilson’s Pan- 
ama toll policy, makes a statement of his 
position for Mr. Hearst’s publications. Mr. 
Hearst is ecstatic in the conviction that 
Mr. Underwood’s arguments are unan- 
swerable.” Mr. Underwood, we are sure, 
has ne such comfort, and President Wilson’s 
eupporters, we are equally sure, will under- 
take to dispose of Mr. Underwood as a light 
lunch before taking up anything substan- 
tial that their opponents have to offer. 

Mr. Underwood makes these points: 

A nation which suffers the balance of 
trade to lie against it, and which pays that 
balance in gold, ie well started towards de- 
cadence. 

Shipless 8 nations are constantly 
in foreign debt and often in financial straits. 

The cost of transportation is part of the 
value of the cargo. If American trade be 
carried in foreign bottoms the balance of 
trade will be against us, our gold will be 
going out, our commercial prosperity stead- 
ily impaired, our imports will exceed our 
exports, and we become a debtor nation. 

Hence it ig necessary to build up our car- 
rying lines that American shipping may be 
restored on the seas, take American goods 
abroad and return with foreign gold, and, 
hence—the amazing non sequitur—it is nec- 


Panama tolls—and thus subsidize and sup- 
port—the coastwise trading, which does 
NOT engage in foreign trade, which does 
NOT carry our goods abroad, and which can 
NOT aid us to keep the difference between 
imports and exports in favor of the Ameri- 
can nation. 

“It seems clear to me,” says Mr. Under 
wood, “ that when we charge tolls to Amer- 
jean vessels engaged in foreign commerce 
on the same basis as foreign ships engaged 


those ships that have no foreign competi- 
tors, we live up to the true spirit of the 
treaty rights of all nations.” 

That is: When we do NOT exempt the 
very ships which Mr. Underwood says must 
be encouraged to preserve our balance of 
trade, and when we DO éxempt the very 
ships which have nothing at all to do with 
it, we satisfy Mr. Underwood’s ideas of a 
wise and patriotic policy to build up our 
foreign shipping, and in so doing we remain 
an honorable nation, faithful in the dis- 
charge of contracts. 

In ordet that we may sell Italy more shoes 
than Italy selle us olives, we must make it 
possible for a manufacturer in New York 
to ship more cheaply to San Francisco. 

Mr. Underwood has given proof of his 
willingness to submerge his personal busi- 
ness interests to the trade necessities of the | 
country. He did not allow the fact he is 
interested in the steel business to affect his 
decisions on the tariff, but in this instance 
he is argiting for the eastern and southern 
const line and the manufacturers and ship- 
pers thereof. 

If there were no treaty question involved, 
this subsidy paid by the whole nation to 
agencies serving a part of it would represent 
injustice. 

HANDS OFF THE UNIVERSITY. 

There are ominous tendencies developing 
in the affairs of the University of Illinots. 

Do the people of this state realize what 
it means to them and to their children and 
to their children's children to establish the 
freedom and independence of learning in 
this commonwealth? Do they realise that 
all our liberties; all our progress, depend 
upon our watchful, unwavering defense of 
it from those who would prostitute it or 
endlavé it? 

Here is a test of the ſutelligence, a test 
of the essential Americanism of this genera- 
tion of the people of Illinois; one of the 
most significant of teste. If we know the 
conditions of our own well being, if we un- 
derstand and honor the principles and ideals 
of our country, we shall guard jealously the 
freedom of our schools, from the crossroads 
school to the university, and we shall punish 
swiftly and certainly any man or any inter- 
est which attacks that freedom openly or 
surreptitiously.

„% Men,” he declares, are wealth, and since 
the United States now has a population of 
over 90,000, 000 and Germany a population 
of over 60,000,000, whereas Great Britain can 
boast of but 48,000,000, there is a greater con- 
suming power, a gteater power of exchange, 
and consequently greater wealth, in America 
and Germany than in England.“ 

He insists that Great Britain has not been 
idle, that it is not to blame, but argues that 
there are some forces against which neither 
people nor governments can fight. 

As one of the leading iron masters of Eng- 
land, Sir Hugh points out that formerly 
Great Britain was the foremost iron produc- 
ing country on the face of the globe, the rest 
being nowhere. Now the United States is 
first and Germany second. 

This, he argues, is not England's fault. It 
merély means that these other two countries 
have more resources.

The Bells are Northumberland people, al- 
though Sir Hugh is lord lieutenant of the 
North Riding of Yorkshire.

The Tragedy of of Ambition”

LD fashioned piano music revived by the 
infusion of abundant spirit, ennobled by 
a penetrating sense of beauty, and filled 
with brilliant technical display, was the 
feature of the Symphony matinée yes- 
terday. Mrs. Fannie Bloomfield Zeisler was 
the soloist, and she elected to be heard in one 
of the many triumphs of her youth, the Weber 
“Concert Piece.” She presented also the Liszt 
Hungarian fantasy, which, curiously enough, 

she never had played before. 
But the Weber work was one of her earliest 
g@guccesses. She played it twenty-nine years ago 
in the first symphony concert ever conducted 


to the position of his famous father. And 
having thus had a part in the beginning of 
@ notable chapter in the history of music 
in America, she was invited to appear again 
with Mr. Damrosch, four years ago, when he 
celebrated his twenty-fifth anniversary as con- 
ductor. 
— 


Records of those two events, so far as they 
pertain to Mrs. Zeisler’s share in them, are 
concerned with tributes to the brilliant com- 
pleteness of her pianistic art. Record of yes- 
terday’s performance must repeat this oft told 
tale. But seeking a new way to tell it one 
may begin by saying that her piano was in 
tune at the conclusion, as well as at the be- 
ginning of the concert, and that all the time 
ite tone was pleasing to the ear, a striking 
departure from recent styles in plano pore. 
Mrs. Zeisler evidently cherishes e old 
fashioned idea that the pianist’s duties in the 
matter of sonority stop at that point when the 
tone of the instrument may not be magnified 
further without loss of quality. In other 
words, it is not her ambition to play louder 
than any one else. Nor, one may add, is it 
her degire to set a record in the matter of 
velocity, though there were passages in the 
“Concert Piece” that probably accomplished 
that surprising feat. Not that these miracles 
of digital dexterity were thrust upon the at- 
tention of the listener. On the contrary, they 
existed only as factors in a scheme of pianistic 
effect that had for its end the expression of 
beauty. 

— 


If the element of beauty was manifested 
most frequently only in matters of pianistic 
effect, the composers, not the performer, are 
to be held responsible. Weber wrote a fine 
display piece for the piano and gave it a touch 
ot romantic interest, superimposed on the com- 
position, as it were, by the prefacing program 
which Mr. Borowski quoted. Liszt wrote the 
Hungarian fantasy with the same intention. 
The response of the public proved that both 
/eomposers knew what was pleasing to the 
concert patrons of their day and generation, 
and it proved further that a display of virtu- 
osity does not become less effective when the 
artist has the capacity to surround it with 
the glamour of a beautiful tonal art. 

There was reason to believe that the for- 
mality of a rehearsal had been dispensed with, 
for there were moments when the conductor 
did not anticipate the rhythmical intention of 
the soloist. Mr. Stock’s talents as a mind 
reader have made him famous as an accom- 
panist. But on this occasion he had to con- 
tend with a spontaneous and exhilarating re- 
vision of rhythmic laws that lent to the per- 
formance of either work elements of adventure 
entirely in keeping with their character. Mrs. 
Zeisler was recalled many times after each 
appearance, but declined an encore. The au- 
dience is learning quickly to consider the 
wishes of the artist in this matter. Having 
made clear its pleasure in her performance 
the public permitted her to retire without un- 
due persistence in applause. 


— 


The novelty of the program was a sym- 
phonic legend by Ernest Schelling, the Ameri- 
can pianist. In explanation of his work the 
composer has subjoined a fragment of verse 
concerned with the dreams and visions that 
the poet discovered in the desert. It is true 
picture music that Schelling has written, some- 
lwhat vague as to thematic outline in its 
-prefacing. movement, but full of beautiful 
orchestral color and beautiful feeling as well. 
The average listener will be pleased to learn 
that this music prompts less to detailed analy- 
sis than to more sensuous enjoyment. It 
must be received subjectively by the listener 
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by Walter Damrosch, who had just aucoeeded

MILY BARBER, violinist, will be heard 
this afternoon in joint recital’ with 
Oscar Seagle, baritone, in the gold ball- 
room of the Congress hotel. 


Placidly, in fashion of Mendelssohn or Mas- 
genet, it invites the response of the senses 
with a slight stirring of the imagination. 

The second movement of the legend has 
greater definiteness of idea. The first theme 
is so individual and so filled with racial flavor 
that one suspects Mr. Schelling has found it 
among the folk songs of some eastern people. 
If not, he has copied such material with re- 
markable skill. In either case he has created 
here a new and beautiful expression of the 
fantastic and the bizarre. His quaint melodies 
follow the marchlike rhythm of the five-fold 
pulse with erratic, zig-zag regularity and 
order. They pass furtively, to linger in recol- 
lection like an echo of elfish laughter. It is 
music well worth knowing better.

The “Tragic” overture of Brahms opened 
the program, making appropriate preface for 
the fourth symphony of Schumann; for if ever 
there was a pitiful tragedy recorded in the 
art of tones, it is found in this last of the 
Schumann symphonies. Its incoherence fore- 
shadows the coming of mental oblivion. Its 
fragmentary beauties struggle for utterance 
through a medium that its creator never under- 
stood. Its inevitable effect, even though re- 
constructed by such a master of orchestral 
values as Stock, is depressing. And since the 
tragedy celebrated by Brahms in this 
Beethoven-like overture is a tragedy of the 
spirit, no work more fittingly could preface the 
Schumann symphony. Both compositions were 
beautifully played.

NLY a few readers have deen impressed 
with the significance of the announce- 
ment that this great British scholar is 
dead, at the end of an amazing career 
of research, discovery, and teaching in 

the realm of orie literature. | 

Why should they. be interested in the life 
and labors of a recluse. who spent his laborious 
years in the libraries of Oxford university, and 
amid his curious collections of hieroglyphics, 


| musty. manuscripts, valuable books in all an- 


client and modern tongues, clay tablets ¢x- 
cavated from the ruins of Nineveh and Babylon 
—covered with inscriptions written many thou- 
sand years ago and decipherable now by not 
over a score of people in the world except him- 
self—what has the ordinary reader, the man 
busied with the affairs of today, the reader of 
the daily paper, in common with this scholar 
whose life was occupied with archeological 
research? 

This series. of questions is natural enough. 
Yet a little further inquiry will suffice to sug- 
gest that the ordinary man and woman, the 
teacher of the public school, the sunday school 
worker, the entire current generation, and 
other generations to come, are in debt to this 
great teacher and his co-workers for what is 
now a common inheritance of religious knowl- 
edge and biblical exposition belonging to the 
whole wide world. 

For while it is true that many of this man’s 
researches are for the learned alone, and much 
of his work is for the very learned, the most 
acute and accomplished teachers of the ancient 
scripture languages—-yet his work in its largest 
range was for the Bible-reading world; and as 
it was in the main for the purpose of bringing 
out the larger and vaster meaning and glory of 
the scripture, it was, like that of the great early 
translators of the scriptures into the English 
tongue, Wicklif and Tyndale, fundamental and 
monumental. 


— 
Therefore it may be worth while to realize 


that this master of biblical literature, just dead 
at the ago of 68, after an extraordinary career 


of fruitful research, and at the very pinnacle of 


scholastic eminence, has left behind him a body 

of literature and a range of influence which are 
enduring and which indicate him as perhaps the 
keenest and ablest master of the biblical tongue 
produced in the recent century by an English 
speaking nation. 

Almost his whole life—as a student, a tutor, 
a university fellow.“ and at last as the occu- 
pant of the regius professorship of Hebrew— 
was passed at Oxford univeraity, to which he 
added attraction and fame, drawing students 
of the Semitic tongues from all quarters of the 
world. 

Those who were drawn thither to study at his 
feet were not usually undergraduates, or even 
those who had finished their studies in college 
and desired to take graduate courses. but often 
occupants of chairs in colleges and theological 
seminaries in various lands who had already 
taken not one but several courses and even 
degrees, and were anxious to come into final 
touch with the one man who was supposed to 
know about everything that was to be known 
in the department of biblical literature. 

Driver, therefore, as a teacher in his depart- 
ment at Oxford, was a teacher of teachers, and 
he served as the goal at which many a noble 
struggling professor in the institutions of this 
country aimed as he vowed to himself that in 
due time he would be able to “take a course 
under Driver.”

But in a larger sense he was the teacher of 
countless hosts of Biblical students—by his 
publications. 

For example, he was a leading and influen- 
tional member of the Old Testament revision 
committee, and had a commanding part in their 
epochal work in producing the revised Bible in 
the 80s. No man in that noble company of 
great scholars wielded more influence than 
Driver. Further, he was the originator and 
chief collaborator in possibly the most impor- 
tant lexicographical enterprise of the ages, the 
greatest and most complete Hebrew and Eng- 
lish dictionary of the Old Testament ever 
wrought out. 

In addition he wrote several commentaries 
on books of the Old Testament, translating di- 
rectly from the Hebrew, and making his expo- 
sitions also from the original, the work thus

For years he was assailed without Aiscrim- 
ination on account of his declared or supposed 
views as to the date, structure, and authorship 
of the books of the Old Testament. To this 
day his name is to many folks the synonym of 
heretical teaching, and his books are labeled 
dangerous by those who fancy that all mod- 
ern criticism of the Bible and all modern 
methods of Bible study are “ destructive.” 

' A single instance of his forte as a higher 
critic may suffice in a simple way to make clear

The book of Isaiah will suffice as a speci- 
men. The usual commentator on Isaiah up to 
a generation ago considered that wonderful 
prophecy as the product of one single great 
prophet, and expounded it in that view from 
beginning to end. 

The forte of the higher criticism has been to 
inspect, with fuller and more varied inquiry, 
the various manuscripts and versions, with 
the aim of determining the finally accurate 
version and message, asking the questions: 
“Is this the product of one mind? Have we 
the work now, substantially speaking, as it wae 
originally written? Is there any line of cleav- 
age showing composite authorship? Is there 
reasonable proof that there are different sec- 
tions in the book, that it belongs to different 
ages of Israel, that there was more than one 
Isaiah?’

The conclusion that many devout and scholar- 
ly commentators have reached after this in- 
quiry, ranging through scores of years, is that 
the first thirty-nine chapters of the book were 
written by the original Isaiah, one of the great- 
est of Israel's prophets, and that the chapters 
from forty to sixty-six were the product of an- 
other great prophet, not now known by name, 
but as great as his predecessor, in many re- 
spects, and living many years later in the cen- 
turies. 

This statement as We have briefly summarized 


the case, is not complete, but in substance it 


presents some of the problems higher critics 
are busied with. Driver, in this special case, 
declares that while he is satisfied that there 
were two Isaiahs, each one was inspired, each 
was a prophet; each was the Lord's messenger.

fere with or assail the authority or inspiration 
oy scripture. The recent dictionaries of scrip- 
ture and nearly all the recent commentaries on 
Isaiah adhere to this view. But it is only fair 
to say that the teachings of what is known as 
higher criticism include so many schools, va- 
rieties, and teachers—many of them from Ger- 
many, reckless, skeptical, deniers of the miracu- 
lous, and anti-supernatural—that it is no wonder 
that the whole term has been branded as heret- 
ical 
— 


The fight is not over, although it is not now 
as flerce and fanatical as it was a few years 
ago. To the credit of Driver, however, whose 
spirit has been reverent, discerning, worship- 
ful, believing—be it said that he has had the 
ability to hold his temper when flercely assailed 
and to carry on with patience a controversy as 
to the meaning of this or that part of acrip- 
ture and amid its heat and fury to avoid the 
theologicum odium, even when tangled up in 
inevitable quarrels with religious but cantanker- 
ous controversialists. 

Perhaps no wise teacher anywhere swallows 
down Driver’s teachings as though they were 
infallible, and they are still to be examined and 
accepted cum grano salis, rather than other- 
wise. 

Still Driver, even conceding all that may be 

said against his positions, had and utilized a 
great mission and opportunity for thirty years 
as a biblical teacher, teaching other teachers 
afresh the inner meaning of scripture, unfolding 
a revelation long hidden from view in Old Testa- 
ment passages and books—hidden by ill trans- 
lated paragraphs, by rabbinic and traditional 
prejudices, literalistic perversions, and by sacer- 
dotal authority. 
Upon great continental expanses of scripture 
he has thrown stretches of sunlight that will 
long illumine them, and by his linguistic at- 
tainments and expositions he will afford help 
to students of the Bible for generations to 
come. Thus his keen and exquisite accuracy 
of scholarship, his religious discernment, com- 
bined with his mystical piety, along with his 
almost exhaustless labors, now monumental, 
have made him an extraordinary character for 
whom christendom should be forever grateful.

HERE came to me such a delightful little ave made money right in my own home 


HIS is the time of year when the sanitaria 
send out their most alluring letters 
These letters tell how women laden with 
cares or burdened with fatigue seize the 
lenten season for rest and recuperation. 

We have some reason to believe that this was 
why Lent was originally established, especially 
the fasting part of it. It was a highly reme- 
dial measure to establish it, and precedent was 
not lacking to those sensible fathers of the 
church in the laying down of laws about eating. 

It is rather an interesting fact that half a 
dosen perhaps of the largest sanitaria in the 
world are in part or wholly vegetarian. The 
patients who spend any great length of time 

at them, unless they are of a certain heavy 
— kind, come away converted to that 
form of diet. 

It has been conclusively proved that an in- 
creasing distaste for meat grows upon those 
who adopt a non-flesh diet, but few get to the 
point where they become frue Vegetarians, eat-

Nearty all the vegetarian sanitaria put out 
an extensive literature on eating, with a cook 
— One in its book gives three types of 
menus. The first type is “ varied and savory,” 
with eggs and butter. The next is simpler, and 
the next “ideal.” In this last the nut reaches 
its apotheosis. 


ing neither eggs, butter, or milk, nor any of its. 
products. 


It is truly held that nuts are high in heat 
producing properties above all foods, except 
butter, because they are so rich in olle or fat. 

“People who have suffered very much from 
the cold are amazed to find that they go 
through a severe winter wearing less clothing 
than ever before, on a practically raw dietary 
in which nuts and honey bear their due pro- 
portion, and do not feel the cold—indeed, that 
they experience a general sense of well-being, 
warmth, and comfort that they have not known 
since childhood.” 

Nuts are a concentrated form of nutriment, 
and this is given as the reason why they should 
not be eaten at the end of a full meal. There 
is ne question about their requiring good teeth 
for their satisfactory mastication and digestion, 
and this is what we poor mortals of “the age 
of pap” seldom have. In this case we are ad- 
vised to eat nut butters, but these grow rancid 
like any other butter, und 

many as they might on that account, 

It is rather a curiots fact that in one of 
the largest vegetarian’ establishments in the 
World the butter made from milk is likely to be 
rancid, perhaps because nut eaters do not-mind, 
as a walnut meat, for instance, is sometimes 
rancid itself, 

The sanitarium book says: “Two points 
should be borne in mind: First, that nuts must 
be masticated until they are like cream before 
swallowing; and, second, that they should be 
a ne the deginning or during the course of 
a meal.“

NUT BUTWER—Put the nuts through a fine 
nut mill, having first removed all skin; then 
work to a smooth paste with a pestle and mor- 
tar. Any nuts may de used, but it is better 
not to mix the different kinds. Nut milk and 
hut cream are made by beating nut butter and 
warm water together until the required con- 
sistency is obtained. They should always be 
made fresh as required. 

NUT PASTE—Prepare the nuts as for butter, 
then work to a. smooth paste with honey. 
Almonds are especially good done in this way. 

TO CLEAN NUTS—To clean shelled nuts or 
kernels scald thoroughly, dry, and place in the 
oven until they are crisp and the skins rub off 
easily, or if skinless, till they become a pale 
golden brown. Nuts are best bought in the 
shell, as the ofl in them causes them to de- 
terlorate When exposed to the air.” 
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Another of the many sanitarium dishes is the 
following: 

BRAN JELLY, HALF PINT — One cup of 
bran, three cups of water. Put the ingredients 
in the oven in an earthenware covered jar, and 
cook slowly for four or five hours. Strain, 
pressing with a spoon to extract all the good- 
ness; put into a wet mold in a cool place to 
set. 

This is flavored with apples, figs, prunes, 
raisins, or mixtures of fruit, cooked and 
strained.

there is always the great law of the contra- 
riety of things to be reckoned with, accord- 
ing to which the more carefully planned the 
event the less it resembles the origiral con- 
ception. The human vision is so weak and the 
great circle of life so prodigious! The solu- 
tion will come, if it ever comes at all, by slow, 
patient, laborious, drudging study, far from 
the midnight session of the legislature, far 
from the ear and the pencil of the eager re- 
porter, far from the platform of the sweating 
revivalist, far from the head office of the 
police. Our fondly perused pornography 
might expose the whole of the underworld to 
the light of day, the general assembly might 
enact successive revisions of the revised 
statutes for 10 years, we might develop the 
most superb police organization in all history, 
achieving’ the apotheosis oft the Puritan ideal 
with a dictagraph in every bedroom and 
closet in the town, and it all would be of no 
avail. The study must survey the whole field 
of social and domestic relations until the 
vast mystery of life is understood, and the 
relation between its wide antitheses estab- 
lished as Tolstoi presents them im his story 
of the poor mother who took her daughter to 
the public house in the village, and the rich 
mother who at the same time took her daugh- 
ter to the court at St. Petersburg.” 

— 

In the matter of politics and public speak- 
ing Mr. Whitiock is of the opinion that the 
strain and fatigue of the voice in a political 
campaign is entirely unnecessary. He says: 
There is no exercise that is physically more 
beneficial than speaking, especially speaking 
in the open air, provided one knows how to 
use his voice and does not attempt to shout 
up the wind; and two or three speeches at 
noon, just before luncheon, and four or 
five more in the evening after dinner may 
be recommended as an excellent course in 
physical culture, if when one is done one’s 
speeches for the evening one will go home 
and for an hour read, say Huckleberry 
Finn’ or Tom Sawyer before he goes to 
bed. I can recommend these two great 
American novels with entire confidence in 
their power to refresh and in their deep and 
true and delightful philosophy to correct 
aberrations in the point of view—of one’s 
self in the first place, and of some other 
things of much more importance than one’s 
Self.“ 

Mr. Whitlock has written a lively and en- 
tertaining book. It is as virile as it is 
human, and it will be read by people who 
care nothing for politics but enjoy a well 
told story. .

A very different sort of book is the con- 
tinuation of Henry James’ autobiography, 
“NOTES OF A SON AND BROTHER” 

(Scribners). Mr. James’ book will not be 
out until some time next week, but in the 
meantime I have had the pleasure of looking 
over the advance sheets. While there is a 
great deal about Mr. James and his famous 
brother in the book, there is aleo a lot about 
other people. The story is, as a matter of 
fact, a continuation of A Small Boy and 
Others,” which dealt with the early years 
of William and Henry James. Of course, 
as Mr. James grew older he met more men 
than boys, and among the latter were some 
of the great Americans, such as John La 
Farge, Charles Elliott Norton, and Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, the latter being a close 
friend of Mr. James’ father. In this book 
we have an account of the days of the civil 
war and Mr. James’ brother's experiences 
in Col. Shaw’s colored regiment. There are 
illustrations from drawings in the book 
made by the late William James, who asa 
young man studied to be a painter. There 
are many quotations from the letters of the 
elder James, which show that his sons came 
naturally by their writing ability. Of course 


no one but Henry James could have written 


this book. It has all of his peculiarities, but 
at the same time it is more readily understood 
than hie fiction; you do not have to read a 
paragraph over 80 often in this book as you 
do in The Sacred Fount,” for example. 
After Mr. James is dead and gone—may 
heaven postpone the day—some one will write 
his life and letters, but they will never give 
it the characteristic touches that are found 
in his own two books.

Attorney General May Dis- 
solve Illegal Combinations 
Without Litigation. 


CURBED BY COMMISSION.

Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.] 
~The revised trades commission bill, which 
has received the approval of President Wil- 
son, lodges in the attorney general the power 
to @issolve, without court proceedings, cor- 
porations operating in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

In reorganizing the companies the attor- 
ney general will have the assistance of the 
commission, which is authorised to make a 
thorough investigation and report its findings 
to the chief law officer of the government for 
his guidance. 

In these features the bil! resembles largely 
_ the Graft originally prepared at the instance 
of the preaident. The important change made 
lies in the greater publicity provided. The 
original draft forbade publicity, save when 
authorized by the attorney general. The bill 
places in the hands of the commission itself 
discretionary authority to publish ite conelu- 
sions and findings. Thus a check has been 
placed upon autocratic action by the attor- 


One Man Control Obviated. 

Study of the origina! proposition convineed 

mem bere of the interstate commerce commit- 
tees of congress that the head of the 
ment of justice would, in case of its enact- 
‘ment, become the absolute dictator of cor- 
porate forms of organization. Whatever 
the views of the trades commission, he might 
recreate a combination so as to make it con- 
form to his conception of the requirements of 
the Sherman law, whereas other lawyers of 
equal ability might hold that the new combi- 
nation continued the evils to which objection 
had been made. 
Tuo action of the attorney general woulé be 
eonclusive and final and could not be over~- 
thrown by an appeal to the courts. More- 
over, the attorney general could remove 
official basis for criticism by a direction to 
the commission to withhold its views from 
the public. 

A step in the right direction has been taken 
by the change in the bill which authorizes 
the commission te make public its conciu- 
sions and G@ndings whenever it deems it ex- 
podient to do 6. 


Little Chance for Antagonism. 

Those who Gefend this change say it is 
hardly likely that a bad attorney general 
would go counter to the advice of the com- 
mission if he realised that that body was 
armed with the publicity power. This how- 
ever, is offset by the improbability of the 
commission criticising an attorney general. 

If the president and Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Davies could bave their way, the 


commission and not the attorney general 


would be empowered to harmonize combina- 
tions in accordance with the Sherman law. 
In other words, the commission would de 
placed in the same attitude toward corpora- 
tions as is the interstate commerce commis- 
sion with reference to railroads. 

The commission would thoroughly inveeti- 
gate a combination, determine in what fash- 
fon it was violating the law, and render a de- 
cision as to whet it must do to escape prose- 
cution. The hearings would be public. 
though, ot course, the deliberations as to the 
judgment would be secret. 


Business Men for Commission. 
Composed of business men rather than poli- 
ticlans and nonpartisan, the commission 
could be expected to give sound conclusions 
which would be accepted by the country. 
There would not be the danger of one man 
control, such as would be the case if the at- 
terney general were the sole instrument for 
the reorganization of combinations. 
The powers of the commission as expressed 
in the bill are not as comprehensive as the 
nt and Commissioner Davies would 
lke.

TOLLS FIGHT UP 
BEFORE SENATE 
Repeal Bill Introduced and 


Plans Are Made for 
Action at Once. 


CARNEGIE SOCIETY HIT. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.~Administra- 
tion leaders in the senate and house today 
aligned themselves for 4 decisive battle next 
week over the repeal of the toll exemption 
clause of the Panama canal act, confident 
that President Wilson’s plea would be heeded. 

In the senate, after informal conferences 
of Democratic leaders and a talk with Presi- 
dent Wilson, Senator Owen of Oklahome in- 
troduced a repeal bill similar to the Sims 
bill pending in the house in order to have the 
issue placed squarely before the committee 
on interoceanic canals 

Representative Adamson, chairman of the 
house committee on interstate commerce, 
who is leading the fight for the president's 
plea in the lower body, conferred with sena- 
tors during the day, giving assurance that 
the repeal bill would be passed by a com- 
fortable margin by the end of next week. 


Expect Fight in Senate. 

Senate leaders were actuated to begin vig- 
orous action before the house completes its 
work on the matter because of a realization 
that there will be a hard fight in the com- 
mittee on interoceanic canals. Senator 
Owen, a majority member of that committee, 
took the initiative, Senator O’Gorman, the 
chairman, and some other Democratic mem- 
bers being opposed to the repeal. 

“No matter what action the committee 
may take, Senator Owen said tonight, this 
is a matter that must be settled and there is 
no reason for delay. The house has deter- 
mined upon a program and should there be 
any delay there we should be ready to pro- 
ceed in the sena 


Carnegie Endownment’s Part Told. 

How the Carnegie endowment for interna- 
tional peace has aided in the fight for repeal 
of the tolls exemption clause of the Panama 
canal act was revealed today before the sen- 
ate lobby committee. Dr. James Brown Scott, 
secretary, and a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the endowment, appearing under 
subpoena with books and papers, told the 
committee that a total of more than $30,000 
had been apportioned for “circulation of 
Panama canal literature.“ 

Detailing the efforts of the endowment, 
Dr. Scott said 1,000,000 copies of a pamphlet 
urging repeal of the exemption clause and 
signed by practically the entire directorate, 
had been sent throughout the country and 
that 700,000 copies of Senator Roots speech 
in the senate urging the repeal had been 
mailed under the senator's frank. 


Money for Peace Propaganda. 

Annual statements of the endowment 
showed that the American Peace society, of 
which Senator Burton of Ohio is president. 
@rawse a subvention of $31,000 a year from 
the Carnegie organization. This money was 
used, Mr. Scott said, to distribute pamphlets 
bearing om peace propaganda subjects. The 
committee displayed great interest in such 
of these publications as dealt with Panama 
canal tolls or general arbitration treaties. 
Dr. Scott agreed to furnish copies of allsuch 
éocuments. 

No questions were asked the witness relat- 
ing directly to charges made in an executive 
session of the senate recently by Senator 
O’Gorman that the actual purpose of the en- 
dowment was to promote an alliance between 
Great Britain and the United States, its peace 
propaganda serving merely as a cloak for 
that purpose. 


Massachusetts House O. K.’s Plan. 

Boston, Mass., March 13.— President WII- 
son's attitude on the Panama tolls question 
was indorsed in the house of representatives 
today when a resolution protesting against 
the repeal of the provision of the canal act 
exempting American coastwise shipping from 
anal tolls was defeated by a vote of 105 to 91. 
The debate occupied nearly two hours, and 
many Republicans defended the president.

Cites Troubles with England. 

* We have had two wars with Great Britain | 
and none with these other countries, andithe 
peace between the United States and Great 
Britain was seriously imperiled during our 
war of the rebellion,” said Gov. Dunne in 
a statement at Springfield yesterday. Fu- 
rope, and not England., is the mother coun- 
try of the United States. 

“ This is particularly true of the great state 
of Illinois. Within the confines of this state 
we have hundreds of thousands of Germans, | 
hundreds of thousands of Poles, thousands 
of Swedes, a large Italian population, many 
thousands of Austro-Hungarians, Bohe- 
mians, Greeks, and Roumanians.

Ought to Be All Citizens. 

“Upon the committee of 100 named by me 
ought to be the citizens not only of English, 
Irish, Scotch, and Welsh blood, but .f Ger- 
man, French, Norwegian, Swedish, Russian, 
and Italian, and other of the bloods repre- 
sented in this great commonwealth. 

The era for the solving of all disputes by 
international arbitration is upon us. I am 
heartily in favor of celebration of a century 
of peace with all nations and I am firmly of 
the opinion that it ought to be so wide in 
character as to embrace not only two na- 
tions, but all nations who have been at peace 
for a century and over.”

Tells His Answer. 

“They wrote letters to a great many peo- 
ple in public life, including myself, solicit~ 
ing our support in the movement. When 
they wrote me I anawered, stating in sub- 
stande that I was in favor of the celebra- 
tion of a centenary of peace between this 
nation and Great Britain and all other 
countries, but that I saw no good reason why 
they should have selected simply the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples’ nations as those te 
whom the celebration should be confined. 

“In answer to my letters to them on this 
line they now anmounce that they have 
changed the name from the American com- 
mittee for the celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of peace among English 
speaking peoples to American peace cen- 
tenary committee,’ which I am glad to ap- 
prove. They have also announced in their 
literature that they intend to make the 
celebration cosmopolitan in its character.“

AID OF VILLA ARRESTED? 


Fierro Reported Held as One of Slay- 
ers of Benton. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—The United 
States government will continue to insist on 
obtaining from Gen. Carranza and the Mex- 
ican Constitutionalists information concern- 
ing the welfare of all foreigners in Mexico, 
and will not relax its energy in using its good 
offices for their protection. This is the effect 
of a communication from Secretary Bryan to 
American Consul Simpich at Nogales, who 
has presented the information to Gen. Car- 
ranza. 

Mr. Bryan, it is sald, did not reply directly 
to the recent notes of Carranza on the Ben- 
ton case, but set forth the wish of the Ameri- 
can government with respect to a Spanish 
citizen for whom the Spanish ambassador 
had asked the United States to obtain pro- 
tection. The communication pointed out that 
nations which haé recognized Huerta could 
not deal with the Constitutionalists except 
through the United States. 

Oppose Release of Prisoners. 

Notice of the institution of habeas corpus 
proceedings to secure the release of the 
Mexican federal prisoners at Fort Blies 
reached the war department today through a 
telegram from Gen. Bliss at San Antonio. 

Secretary Garrison was not taken by sur- 
priee, because yesterday's news dispatches 
said that Gen. Scott, who is in direct charge 
of the Mexicans, was endeavoring to prevent 
attorneys from reaching his charges to se- 
cure the signatures necessary for an applica- 
tion for a writ. The secretary promptly 
turned Gen. Bliss’ dispatch over to Attorney 
General McReynolds, who is expected to 
direct the. district attorney at Houston to 
represent Gen. Bliss in the proceedings. 

The war department will resist the release 
of the prisoners at this time on the ground 
of public policy. 

Aid of Villa Arrested? 

N Paso, Tex., March 13.—Unconfirmed re 
ports received here last night from Ameri- 
cans arriving from Chihuahua to the effect 
that the Carranza commission had caused the 
arrest of Maj.

The reports stated that Major Fierro is 
being held on a blind charge for the killing 
of two Mexican railroad men in a resort at 
Chihuahua. At the time of Benton's ers- 
eution it was reported Fierro was in Gen. 
Villa’s office, said to have been the scene of 
the execution. It is known that the Carranza 
commission began its investigation with in- 
formation that Benton had been killed by

Thorne Makes Statement. 

This statement was made by Clifferd 
Thorne, chairman of the Iowa railroad com- 
mission, at the interstate commerce commis- 
sion hearing on the proposed increase in 
freight rates today, ae a conclusion drawn 
from a careful examination and analysis of 
security prices for a period of twenty years. 

It was the final statement by Mn Thorne in 
reply to assertions of representatives of the 
railroad companies that they are upon the 
verge of bankruptcy and that their credit 
has been ruined, and was offered as part of 
his testimony to show that the roads are not 
entitled to advance their rates. 

Mr. Thorne sald that rafiroad bonds still 
afford the most attractive investment the 
public can find, and that, instead of having 
lost credit, representative railroad securities 
are regaraed with greater confidence than 
any others. Mr. Thorne bases this conciu- 
sion upon comparison of all forme of securt- 
ties in which the public ‘s invited to invest, 


Shows Advantage of Roads. 

He showed that railroads alone can issues 
bond bearing no higher rate of Interest than 
8% per cent, while railroad bonds of 4, 4%, | T 
and & per cent sell upon a higher average 
than the best bonds offered by other corpora- 
tions. 

Mr. Thewne also demonstrated that there 
has been no decline in railroad securities that 
has not been shown in all other forme of 
serurities, including United States govern- 
ment bonds and British consois.
